From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 15. 
Paris, Feb.9. On the ift inftant the follow- 
ing Qrdonnances relating to the King’s Ar- 
mies were made publick, viz. One, obliging 
all the Officers of the Gendarmery to wear 
Armour Piftol-proof; and dire&ing the In- 
{pectors and Commiffaries not to enter them 
on the Rolls, -unles they appear at the Mutter 
in fuch Armour. Another, importing, That 
the Commander in Chief in the Field, fhall 
chocfe among the Lieutenant-Generals, fuch 
_ as he thall judge fitteft to command the Ca- 
valry of each Wing, and fo likewife for the 
Infantry ; The eldeft of thefe Lieutenant Ge- 
nerals of the Cavalry fhall command both 
the Lines of Horfe in the Right Wing: And 
the next to him. in time fhali have under him 
both the Lines of Horie of the Left Wing: 
And all the other Lieutenant Generals that 
ferve in either Wing, fhall be ‘under the re- 


~ merly, gives us occafion to appre-- 


fpective Commands of thofe two eldeft Lieu- 
tenant Generals. The like Order is to be 
obferv'd among the Lieutenant Generals that 
command both the Zines of Foot, viz. The: 
Eldeft in Commiffion fhall be Leader in 
Chief, and the reft receive his Commands. 
It it furthet order'd, That the Lieutenant Ge- 
nerals commanding in chicf the two Wings 
of Horfe, and alfo that Lieutenant General 
who has the Principal Command of the Foot, 
fhall not keep one certain Station in time 
of Adion, but move from place to place as 
far as their Command extends, according as 
‘their prefence may be neceffary, And like- 
wife ’tis his Majefty’s Will, that where feveral 
Marthals of France may be in one and the 
fame Army, whether thofe Marhhals lead the 
Horfe or Foot, yet the Senior Licutenant 
Generals fhall keep their Command over the 
other Lieutenant Generals, tho’ they them- 
felves fhall be commanded by the Marfhals, 
‘A third Ordonnance is of this purport, That 
the Commander in Chief fhall have as great 
an Equipage as he fhall judge neceflary ; 
but that every Lieutenant General hall nor 
have above three Carriages or Waggons at 
-moft; a Major General two; a Brigadie~, 
a Quarter Mafter General, and a Colonel 
one. The Lieutenant Collonels and other 
inferior Officers are not allow’d to have an 

Carriage on Wheels, except a Coach in cafe 
of Indifpofition. This Ordonnance direés 


s of likewife, That each Battallion fhall be allow’d 


but one Sutler with one’ Waggon drawn by 


four Horfes; and a Regiment of Horfe or+; — 


Dragoons is likewife to have a Sutler with 
one Waggon; which Sutlers are to encamp 
near their refpective Regiments. Ail other 
Sutlers. with Waggons or Carts, that follow 
the Head Quarters, or either Wing of the 
Army, fhallencampin fuch Place as the Pre- 
voft jhall mark out for them. And the leaft 
Cart belonging to any Sutler, hall be 
drawn by four able Horfes. Likewife every 
Regiment of Horfe, Dragoons ; or Foot, 
fhall have but one Baker's Cart drawn by 
four Horfes: And laftly, Thofe who follow 
the Camp to fell Wine, are order’d to en- 
camp near the Generai’s Quarters. ¥
